CHESTER, Ill... Aug. 21—Or- 
ville E. Hodge, who a short time 
ago was Auditor of Illinois with 
high hopes of becoming Gov- 
ernor, today was a prisoner of 
the state—Convict No. 25303 in 
Menard Prison. 


He was brought here last night 
from Springfield, Ill., to begin 
a 12-to-15-year sentence for tak- 
ing siate funds 
more than $1,000,000 while he 
was Auditor. He will not be 
eligible for parole until he has 
sefved seven years and three 
months ' 

Today Hodge wore blue denim 
trouse:s and a striped shirt in- 
stead of the expensive suit he 
had on when he entered the 
prison gate. His black wavy hair 
had been trimmed close to the 
scalp—a prisoner's haircut. 


Two Weeks in Hospital. 


For two weeks Hodge will be 
kept in the prison’s diagnostic 
hospital, undergoing tests and 
examinations by psychiatrists 
and physicians, who will recom- 
ment the assignment he is to be 
given at the institution. 


He could be put to work in a 
prison factory and earn up to 
$6 a week or he could be as- 
Signed to the rock quarry and 
get nothing. 

In two or three days, Hodge 
will be “just another number 
at Menard,” Warden Ross Ran- 
doiph said. 

In the meantime, the former 
auditor will sleep'in a cell in a 
block presently occupied by five 
other prisoners—two automo- 
bile thieves, two burglars and 
a parole violator. He was given | 
clean sheets, pillowcases and an — 
Army blanket—and told to: 
make his own bed. 

Today Hodge said he slept 
“very well” in his cell last night. | 
He said he is still bothered by 
stomach trouble. 

He disclosed that he “read a 
little bit— passages from the 
Bible” — after getting his hair 
cut and receiving the prison 
clothing this morning. 

Hodge expressed the hope he 
would be released from prison 
after serving the minimum re- 
quired time, but said he “did 
not have any thought of” seek- 
ing commutation of sentence by 
the Governor. He could ask for 
commutation after his first year 
in prison and once a year there- 
after 

“Maybe I can still be a good 
citizen—I don't know,” Hodge 
added 

Very Much of a Shock. 

Commenting on his new life 
in prison, he said: “This is very 
much of a shock, you know, 
but they have been very nice 
to me here.” 

The earliest date on which 
he could be paroled is Nov. 22, 
1963. With maximum time off 
for good behavior, aside from 
parole, he would be released 
Aug. 

When Hodge arrived here at 
8:30 o'clock last night by auto- 
mobile from Springfield, follow- 
ing a lengthy hearing that pre- 
ceded his sentencing, he ap- 
peared weak and haggard, lean- | 
ing on guards for support. 

“I'm going to do whatever I 
can to occupy my time in pris- 
on.” he told reporters. “I want | 
to get out of here as fast as I 
can.” 

He expressed surprise when 
told he was eligible for parole | 

after seven years and three 
months, saying: “Is that what 
it is? | didn't know.” 

He asked a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter if the state sentence 
would run concurrent with a 
10-year federal term imposed

The bitter split within the Mis-

The ruckus started last night 
with an exchange of words over 
Bromwich’s loyalty to Stassen, 
and ended with the national 
committeeman being struck in 
the face with a folded news- 
paper by his assailant. 

The incident, which exempli- 
fies the ill-feeling stirred up by 
Stassen and his efforts to keep |

Bromwich’s antagonist was 
William Montgomery, a former 
St. Louis city employe, who 
has been hanging around the 
lobby of the Whitconre Hotel 
several days letting Missouri 
delegates know how little he 
thinks of Stassen and his cam- 
paign. 

Ex-Hospital Employe. 

Montgomery. who is neither 
a delegate nor an alternate to 
the convention, worked in the 
City Hospital division during 
the administration of former 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann 

Bromwich and his supporters 
were furious about the attack. 
They charged the national com- 
mitteeman’s political enemies 
were “desperate, and willing to 
resort to any means” in an at- 
tempt to force Bromwich to re- 
pudiate Stassen and the anti- 
Nixon drive. 

Witnesses reported ‘hat Mont- 
gomery stopped Bromwich as he 
was entering the hotel with his 
wife and several friends.

NEW YORK, Aug. 21 (AP)— 
Senator Herbert H. Lehman 
(Dem.), New York, announced 
today he would not seek re- 
election this fall. He expressed 
hope New York City Mayor 
Robert F. Wagner would run 
for his seat. 

Lehman, four times governor 
of New York, has been a mem- 
ber ofg the Senate since 1949 
when he was elected in a con- 
test against John Foster Dulles, 
to fill the unexpired term of 
the late Senator Robert F. 
Wagner, father of Mayor Wag- 
ner. He was elected to a full 
term in 1950. 


The 78-year-old Lehman said 
he made his decision “with a 
very heavy heart.” 

Lehman told a news con- 
ference he had told Democratic 
presidential nominee Adlai 
Stevenson and Mayor Wagner 
of his decision. 

Wagner returned from the 
Democratic national convention 
Saturday, saying he was not in- 
terested in running for the 
Senate. The mayor repeated 
the sentiment again today a 
short time before Lehman an- 
nounced he would not seek re- 
election. Wagner said family 
considerations influenced his 
feeling.

A. proposed $374,701 option 
to purchase the sewer system 
of Russell & Co., serving parts 
of Crestwood, south Webster 
Groves and unincorporated St. 
Louis county, was taken under 
advisement yesterday by the 
Metropolitan Sewer District. 

The proposal was presented 
to the district's board by Mayor 
Oliver Wilkins of Crestwood, 
chairman of a four-man citizens’ 
committee appointed by the 
district to negotiate with Rus- 
sell & Co. Wilkins described 
the contract as ‘the best pos- 
sible.” 

Russell & Co. now operates 
lateral and trunk sewer lines 
and a sewage treatment plant 
southwest of the intersection of 
U.S. Highway 66 and Grant 
road, Crestwood, serving about 
1100 homes 

Two Annual Fees. 

The firm charges a connec- 
tion fee of about $250 for each 
home linked to its sewer lines 
and has an agreement allowing 
it to charge home-owners $18 
annually for maintenance for 
30 years from the date of con- 


fund. After deducting the cost 


of new trunk lines and a five 
per cent Russell 


commission, 
the remainder can be applied by 
the district to the purchase cost 
of the private firm. 

Future Estimates. 

Wilkins estimated at least 400 
homes will be built in the area | 
in the near future. If the op-| 
tion is agreed upon, Russell has, 
agreed to cut its service charge 
to $12 annually. The district 
would maintain the sewer lines. 

Wilkins said that after com- 
pletion of a proposed district 
trunk sewer along the Gravois 
creek from Kirkwood to the 
Mississippi river the Crestwood 
System could easily be con- 
nected to this line, eliminating 
the operation of the sewage 
treatment plant.

“Operations research studies 
to show the savings of an in- 
tegrated system (or the penal- 
ties to be expected if further 
delayed) might accelerate the 
introduction of long-awaited im- 
provements,” it said. 

Collision Warnings. 

While urging that better air 
traffic control be expedited, the 
report said that in the interim 
“higher speeds, more traffic, 
and increased flying in low vis- 
ibility weather demand a warn- 
ing of impending collision in 
time to take evasive action. 

“Only limited activity is ap- 
parent in this area, although it 
is certain that the collision of 
‘owe heavily laden transports 
would be a major catastrophe,” 
the report said. 

The survey found that from 
1948 through 1955 there were 
127 collisions between aircraft, 
of which 52 caused fatalities. 
| The report warned that 
'“near-misses” are being re- 
| ported daily to an alarming ex- 
tent. 
| “Development of electronic 
warning devices of sufficient 
range and reliability should be 
expedited,” the report said. 
“High-intensity anti- collision 
lights, color schemes for greater 
conspicuity, brighter navigation 
lights, reflecting paints and 
prisms are all under evaluation 

and test. Some sort of radar re- 
flector is desirable to make 
/small aircraft more visible on 
radar scopes.” 

Additional Findings. | 
_ In other fields of air safety, | 
| the survey found: 
| An increased need for 
“human engineering” studies 
because there is no value in| 
building an aircraft or in de. 
veloping a system which is be- 
yond the capacity of a human 
to operate. 

2. Aircraft designers could 
give passengers a better chance 
to survive a crash through in- 
corporation of tested improve- 
ments in seats, belts, floors, 
exits, doors and cabin structure. 
Often more attention is paid to | 
“plush” seats than to adequate | 
passenger and crew protection. | 
No American-built transport is | 
provided with cfash-fire pre- | 
vention equipment. | 
| 3. The safety record of pri-| 

vately operated aircraft is rel- 
atively poor because 6f the haz- 
ards of adverse weather and in- 
adequate training. A program | 
should be organized to spotlight | 
the hazards. | 

4. Increased studies of the | 
structural and operational prob- 
lems of jet transports which 
will be widely used in a few | 
years, particularly problems in | 
metal fatigue, jet thrust re-| 
versal and high-altitude meteor- 
ology. 

5. There is a need for utiliz- 
ing known developments in 
lighting, radio and weather 
services to achieve greater air- 
port efficiency.

A Quieter Keynote 


The keynote address of Gov. Arthur B. Lang- 
lie of Washington State for the Republicans was 
much quieter than the highly emotional keynote 
delivered just a week earlier at the Democratic 
convention by Gov. Frank Clement of Tennessee. 
It was quieter both in content and presentation. 

Gov. Langlie, who is G.O.P. nominee for the 
Senate against Democratic Senator Warren G. 
Magnuson, naturally did his share of viewing 
with alarm and pointing with pride. At many 
points his speech was as frankly partisan as 
Gov. Clement's. But Gov. Langlie was more 
moderate in what he had to say and how he 
said it than was the evangelistic orator from 
Tennessee. ' 

The Republican keynoter’s strongest point 
was his presentation of President Eisenhower as 
a protector of peace. The end of the war in 
Korea, the proclamation by the President at 
the summit conference in Geneva of the peace- 
ful purposes of the United States, the President's 
efforts in behalf of the application of atomic 
energy internationally for peaceful uses—all 
these and more can be fairly credited as part 
of the Eisenhower record. 

In the international fiéld Gov. Langlie did 
not pretend that all is well with the world. As 
he said, “dangers continue” and “challenges 
multiply” and as a consequence “all danger to 
peace” has not yet been banished. But there can 
be no question that President Eisenhower has 
stood for peaceful adjustments of international 
problems when others, among them Adm. Rad- 
ford, Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
would have risked a shooting war in Indochina. 

Gov. Langlie had a fair score against the 
Democratic party in his description of the split 
between the Northern Democrats and their 
Southern colleagues on civil rights. For the 
Democratic party does have, as indeed the 
G.O.P. also has, members who are in flat oppo- 
sition to each other on civil rights and certain 
other issues. On civil rights, the Republican 
party is more nearly in agreement than the 
Democratic party. 

One of Gov. Langlie’s proud assertions was 
that in the field of defense “we (the Eisenhow- 
er Administration) have reduced spending with- 
out sacrificing essential services.” This claim 
is so doubtful that we think citizens generally 
are grateful to Senators Symington of Missouri 
and Jackson of Washington who led the battle in 
the Senate to increase the funds available for na- 
tional defense purposes. 

There are other points in the Langlie key- 
note that invite criticism just as there are still 
others that deserve to be commended. A fair 
appraisal would be that it was pretty typical but 

more restrained than keynote addresses in 
general. 
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A Report on a Report 

Now that Orville E. Hodge, ousted Illinois 
State Auditor, has gone to prison for a 12-to-15- 
year term, the state may ask how the Hodge 
scandal became possible. For Illinois has a 
statute intended at least to help prevent such 
mishandling of state funds. 

Paragraph 18 of Chapter ‘15 of the [Illinois 
Statutes requires the State Auditor to make a 
biennial report to the Governor at least 10 
days before each regular session of the Legisla- 
ture. This report is expected to show the general 
condition of the state treasury and “the amount 
of warrants drawn on the treasury, stating, par- 
ticularly, on what account they were drawn....” 

Note that this law makes the Governor as well 
as the Auditor responsible for accurate account- 
ing at least every two years. Note that the state 
has not yet had a really full accounting of 
Hodge's misuse of warrants, even after he 
pleaded guilty to 46 indictments charging em- 
bezzlement involving more than $1,000,000 of 
publie funds. 

What happened to the law? How did Hodge 
make biennial reports, or did he? Could they 
possibly have complied with the statutes? Did 
Gov. William G. Stratton read the reports or 
did they quickly find their way to a pigeonhole, 
filing cabinet or wastebasket? 

Illinois obviously needs reforms in its auditing 
office and system, and as a preliminary to ac- 
tion we suggest a report on what happened to 
the biennial report,

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Seventv Candles for David Wohl 

St. Louis has long taken quiet pride in what 
David P. Wohl has done to make it a better place. 
The occasion of his seventieth birthday this week 
is excuse enough to say so publicly. With his 
wife, this native son who made a fortune in the 
shoe business has given away more than $5,000,- 
000 to St. Louis medical, educational and welfare 
organizations. He has been most reluctant to 
have his benefactions publicized. For example, 
two years ago after Mr. and Mrs. Wohl had 
given Washington University $1,000,000 to em- 
ploy as it pleased, he firmly declined to pose 
for a newspaper photograph. The Wohl philan- 
thropies include among other things two public 
health centers, a hospital in the Washington 
University medical group, substantial gifts to 
the Jewish Hospital building fund and to the 
Girl Scouts. Many have been unpublicized. All 
have expressed his devotion to human welfare 
in general, and to his community in particular.

Another Adenauer Mistake? 

If the editors of West Germany, including 
those of free Berlin, are right, Chancellor Ade- 
nauer made a mistake in pressing for the out- 
lawing of the Communist party and, so, has 
brought his own party to new unpopularity. 

On the latter point, the newspapers point to 
public opinion polls which show that Dr. Ade- 
nauer’s Christian Democrats now are favored 
by only 40 per cent of the voters. Another 40 
per cent favor the Social Democrats, the high- 
est rating yet achieved by the opposition which, 
before the war, drew much of its strength from 
the now Communist-controlled areas of the 
country. It got but 28.8 per cent of the popular 
vote in 1953 against 45.2 per cent for Dr. Ade- 
nauer’s party. 

As for outlawing of the German Reds, it was 
ordered last week by the Federal Constitutional 
Court in deciding a suit instituted by the Ade- 
nauer government in 1951. Commentators felt 
that the government should not have pressed 
for this decision in view of the ineffectiveness 
of the Communists’ appeal in Germany. In 1953 
the Reds polled only 611,000 votes or about 2 
per cent of the total, and did not win a single 
seat in the national legislature. Even in the 
darker days of 1949 they got only 1,300,000 votes. 

Dr. Gerhard Schroeder, minister of the in- 
terior, estimates the present party strength at 
70,000 members, and the total circulation of its 
13 daily newspapers is set at only 48.000. Of 
course the Communists use other propaganda 
devices, but the general opinion is that they 
have been losing ground steadily and do not

ground and given it a claim to a martyr’s crown. 
Editorials generally took the same line, adding 
that the decision has enabled critics to question 
the West German constitution’s guarantees of 
freedom of political opinion and expression. 

This would be cause for greater apprehen- 
sion in the free world had not the Social Demo- 
crats by now demonstrated their loyalty to 
democracy. 
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Mr. Benson Is Cheerful 


Secretary Benson's latest report on farm 
prices is one of the most cheerful he has given. 
He says prices of farm products have risen 10 
per cent in the last seven months, and shows 
no hesitation in claiming credit for the im- 
provement. 

“Our programs,” he says, “are getting re- 
sults.” Presumably it is no coincidence that his 
report came out just after the Democrats made 
their pitch to the farmers, and just before the 
Republicans are to make theirs. 

Whether he is the sole author of farm con- 
ditions or not, Mr. Benson will be entitled to 
claim political credit for his program if at elec- 
tion time he can persuade farmers that they are 
better off under that program than under some 
other. The corollary js, however, that he must 
be ready to accept Settee blame if farmers 
consider themselves not so well off. 

Mr. Benson and his aids have not always 
been lucky with their forecasts of farm prosper- 
ity just around the corner. 

When farm prices stood at 94 per cent of 
parity in early 1953, Under Secretary of Agri- 
culture True D. Morse assured farmers that 
“the decline in farm product prices has been 
checked.” 

A year later, in early 1954, farm prices stood 
at 91 per cent of parity, and Secretary Benson 
told a congressional committee that the sag in 
farm income “is largely behind us.” 

By January of 1955 farm prices had gone on 
sagging to 86 per cént of parity. Mr. Benson then 
told the Senate Agriculture committee that the 
slump in farm income had just about stopped 
and “we are in a period of comparative stabili- 
ty.” Unfortunately, prices went on slumping 
during 1955 until they touched 80 per cent of 
parity in December. 

The record so far this year strengthens hope 
that this time Mr. Benson may be correct in 
saying that the turn has come. In mid-July farm 
prices stood at 85 per cent of parity. But prices 
are almost always lower in the second half of 
the year, when most of the marketing of major 
farm products is done. The full score for 1956 
cannot be posted until closer to the end of 
the year. 

By that time, farmers will already have given 
their own judgment on Mr. Benson and his pro- 
gram by their decision at the polls. That judg- 
ment will probably be based not so much on sta- 
tistics as on their individual experiences and 
economic situation. 
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YES for Sewers in North Affton 

Residents of the North Affton area in south- 
west St. Louis county on Thursday will enjoy 
their first real chance to do something construc- 
tive toward solving their sewer problem. They 
can approve a $240,000 bond issue to finance 
a first-rate system of lateral and trunk sewers 
in the area. 

Because of its sewage difficulties, the North 
Affton district suffers an almost continuous 
and serious health problem. And since flies, 
mosquitoes, rats and other disease-carriers have 
never been known to respect political bounda- 
ries, the North Affton health hazard is consid- 
erably more than local in character. 

The North Affton area is one of six major 
subdistricts established by the infant Metropoli- 
tan St. Louis Sewer District as vehicles by which 
local people can help themselves, Fifteen small- 
er subdistricts also have been created under 
the metropolitan agency's auspices. 

The subdistricts ignore political boundaries— 
indeed, a fraction of the North Affton district 
lies within the City of St. Louis. They permit 
whole watersheds to be sewered at one time, 
which is the only way to tackle the problem. 
Thus if the people of the watershed are willing 
to pay for adequate sewers they can have them. 
That is the issue in North Affton. 
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Above the Constitution? 

You can argue the Constitution all jou 
like but there comes a time when each in- 
dividual must decide for himself what is 
right. I would never have represented the 
type of client Judge Bigelow chose to 
represent. ' 
So argued Wayne Dumont Jr., Republican 

president of the New Jersey State Senate, in 
objecting to the appointment of former Judge 
John Ogden Bigelow as a trustee of Rutgers 
University. As Representative Emanuel Celler 
of New York, chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee, said: “This is a new and violent twist 
of guilt by association, and makes well nigh 
impossible successful practice at the bar.” 

What are the facts? 

Judge Bigelow, now 73 years old, after dis- 
tinguishing himself 50 years as lawyer and 
judge, voiced “a most ardent desire to complete 
my career by serving as a member of the board 
of governors of Rutgers.” And so he was ip- 
pointed by Democratic Gov. Robert Meyner, only 
to have his appointment blocked for 11 days by 
four Republican Senators, before the Senate 
finally approved the appointment, 13 to 4. 

At the request of the Essex County Bar 
Association, Judge Bigelow had represented a 
Newark high school teacher who invoked the 
Fifth Amendment before the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee, and he continued to 
represent the teacher when the Newark school 
board decided to dismiss him. As Judge Bigelow 
said, this man had not been found guilty of any 
offense; he had only invoked a provision of the 
Bill of Rights. The Supreme Court has held that 
this is not sufficient cause for dismissing a 
teacher, and Judge Bigelow told the legislators 
that he intended to abide by that decision. 

The American Bar Association has said that 
every man has the right to counsel, and that 
counsel should not be penalized because of his 
client's reputation or views. Judge Bigelow won 
his battle; what is unfortunate is that it had to 
be fought at all. 
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Who’s That Favorite Son? 

“Who's James C. Davis?” many persons must 
have asked themselves when James C. Davis 
was entered as Georgia's favorite-son choice for 
the presidential nomination at the Democratic 
national convention. Mr. Davis is a lawyer, a 
former judge, and an ex-Marine; he has been 
in the House of Representatives 10 years. 

But those were perhaps not the identifications 
Gov. Marvin Griffin of Georgia had in mind 
when he put Mr. Davis's name in nomination 
with a demagogic attack on the Supreme Court 
desegregation decision. The Governor doubt- 
less was thinking of him as the man who spoke 
against civil rights legislation in the last session 
of Congress.

This is the story of a piece of real 
estate in St. Louis county. To the post- 
man it is 743 Tuxedo boulevard. To 
the recorder of deeds it is lot 18, block 
13 of Tuxedo Park. To the writer and 
his good wife it is home. 


The story of this small part of the 
earth's surface should be of interest 
for it is also the story of St. Louis 
county and of America and what has 
happened there during the past 150 
years. 

In the late seventeen hundreds, when 
St. Louis was a small French village, 
there lived there a man named Gregoire 
Sarpy. He thought that, in addition to 
his fur business and other mercantile 
activities, he would cut trees and sell 
lumber. 

There was a demand for sawed tim- 
bers to build houses. Logs, even squared 
logs, were going out of fashion. 

So Sarpy talked the matter over with 
the Lieutenant Governor and he, being 
a sort of one-man Chamber of Com- 
merce and wishing to develop indus- 
tries in the colony, granted to Gregoire 
some 7000 arpents of land on the banks 
of the River des Péres. 


This huge tract can easily be located 
now as it is practically all of the cities 
of Webster Groves and Shrewsbury. 

Then the enterprising Sarpy, who 
owned plenty of slaves and oxen, had a 
mill built on his river where it was 
crossed by the road to the Gravois 
creek, and proceeded to cut most of 
the timber on his 7000 arpents, con- 
verting it into salable lumber. 


Then tremendous things happened. 
The Frenchmen and their Spanish 
government turned over Upper Louisi- 
ana to the United States. 

St. Louis began to increase greatly 
in population and many of its inhabit- 
ants moved out to the county on farms. 
So the Sarpys began to find purchasers 
for their land. 

One of these purchasers was a doctor 
as well as a farmer. His name was 
William H. Brown and he bought sev- 
eral hundred acres in the northwestern 
corner of the Sarpy domain. 

Only one road ran through this tract, 
the one that led to the Bompart farm 
to the north. Here Dr. Brown built his 
farm house and office. 


The doctor planted apple orchards 
on the rougher parts of his land and 
raised carn and cattle in the fields. He 
lived on his place throughout a long 
and active life. 

Then the railroad that had been 
built through the farm in a fantastic 
attempt to reach the Pacific ocean, de- 
cided to try for business nearer at 
hand and began to operate trains in a 
suburban service out of St. Louis. 


Whereupon a real estate man named 
Lilburn McNair thought that perhaps 
the Brown farm might be suitable for 
a suburban subdivision. ‘So he formed 
a company and bought the property 
from the doctor's children. 

MeNair had been to New York City 
and he knew that one of its rather 
tic suburbs was called Tuxedo 
So he simply 


where the streets were supposed to be. 
He laid heavy board sidewalks and 
planted smal] maple trees along these 
so-called streets. 

Then he had a contractor build three 
houses in the subdivision to make it 
appear that the place was booming. 
One of these houses, two stories high 
and of clear white pine, was built on 
lot 18, block 13. 


At this time there lived near Lafa- 
yette Park in St. Louis, a man named 
George M. Gill. He had married a 
young lady named Olive McCune and 
their small son was called McCune Gill. 


George Gill's father and grandmother 
had come to St. Louis many years be- 
fore from Baltimore. The McCunes 
were from Pike county, Missouri, where 
people didn’t live so close together. 


So the family decided they would 
buy a home in the suburbs. They found 
the newly built house in Tuxedo Park 
and it suited them. 


It was really out in the country, but 
still quite convenient to the railroad sta- 
tion and to stores, schools and churches, 
convenient meaning not over a mile 
away. 

There were no supermarkets then 
but one could always get 50 cents’ 
worth of roast beef which would suffice 
for several meals. 


A huckster drove by each week with 
a tinkling bell on his horse and his 
spring wagon was filled with vegetables 
which one could add to those grown on 
the place. 

Automobiles had not been invented 
but it was not long before a streetcar 
line was built within half a block of 
the house, and a dime would take you 
far far away. 


When the lots in Tuxedo Park were 
sold by the developers they placed re- 
strictions in each deed providing that 
the lot should always be used for only 
~s single family residence of a certain 
value. 


There were also restrictions which 
compelled stores to locate outside the 
subdivision, but not so far away as to 
be inconvenient. 

By this time Tuxedo Park had a 
house on almost every block. 

The city fathers of Webster Groves, 
a city recently incorporated, began to 
cast longing eyes toward Tuxedo. They 
pointed out that the only way to get 
paved streets and sidewalks, water, sew- 
ers, electricity and gas was to become 
part of their city. 


And so Tuxedo lost some of its rural 
charm and with the building of more 
houses and modern improvements be- 
came almost metropolitan in appear- 
ance. Joining with Webster has proved 
to be much better than trying to main- 
tain its own city as is done now by al- 
most 100 small towns in St. Louis 
county. 

This is the story of 743 Tuxedo, 
which is typical of thousands of other 
homes in St. Louis county, where life

Jesse Jannison, who started out as a 
logger in the North woods, is on his 
way up the ladder in the lumber busi- 
ness when he meets Dorcas Dubois, 
daughter of a St. Paul financier, at a 
fashionable Minnesota resort. She rep- 
resents the social prestige he wants as 
a background and he is determined to 
marry her. While he is personally re- 
pugnant to her there is something com- 
pelling about him which she can’t re- 
sist. They marry and Jannison brings 
his young bride to Castle Danger, the 
huge stone mansion that he has built 
at Mokoman. 

Jannison’s ruthless and shady deal- 
ings with his contemporaries bring him 
more wealth and power, and when his 
son Peter is born Jesse spends more 
and more time away from home. Dorcas 
is well aware of his philanderings as his 
trips to Minneapo- 
lis and St. Paul be- 
come more and 
more frequent. Her 
patience reaches 
the breaking point 
when he brings one 
of his  ladyloves, 
Lyyli Nurmi, into 
the castle to act as 
his secretary. When 
Lyyli becomes preg- 
nant, Dorcas makes 
her leave the cas- 
tle. Jannison con- 
tinues on his ruth- 
less way until the 
inevitable happens 
—he is killed by one of the men he 
has ruined. 

As the years pass, Dorcas’s thoughts 
turn toward Lyyli Nurmi and the child 
that was born of Jesse’s lustings. Her 
investigations turn up the fact that 
Lyyli is now dead, but she does find 
the daughter, who now goes by the 
name of Tina Dahl. Under the guise of 
hiring her as a secretary, Dorcas 
brings her to the Castle. 

When Peter, her son; returns from 
his Eastern college for the holidays, he 
meets Tina and falls in love with her. 
Dorcas is then faced with the terrible 
problem of telling the two innocent 
children the truth. With accelerating 
tempo the story builds to a climax of 
great emotional violence. 

The heavy hand of Dreiser is seen 
in this latest of O’Meara’s novels, with 
the Dreiser freedom to range at will 
over the various levels of human life. 
There are no smiling aspects in the 
brooding Gothic atmosphere of Castle 
Danger and one is soon convinced that 
the affairs of Jannison are a meaning- 
less muddle and Dorcas is a helpless 
victim of uncontrollable forces. 

O’Meara’s characters are more the 
playthings of destiny and not the shap- 
ers of it, as the manifestation of a blind 
life force surges through them. It would 
have been much better if O'Meara had 
used a lighter and more imaginative 
touch to achieve the effect at which 
he aims, but even so, the stolidity and 
morbidity of the novel are preferable 
to a nobler conception that would fail 
to convince if it could not be reduced 
to living terms.

©: which changed my whole life,” Jones laughs. “He said, 
‘That boy oughta be in show business.’ ” 

At that age he could do all the “strap tricks,” as 
they are called, and which includes such things as the 
hippodrome stand and the fender drag. The latter is 
done by hooking one knee under the stirrup fender 
and hanging on one side of the horse. He could also 
do the Cossack drag, which consists of hooking your 
feet in the stirrups and hanging upside dewn. 

He could also do what is known as “ stuff,” 
which includes such tricks as hitting the ground with 
your feet while you hold on the saddle, rolling over 

and back into the saddle again. 
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ANYWAY, after Hoot said what he did, Jones and 
his mother went to Hollywood. But instead of riding 
a horse, he found himself hanging by a wire. It was 
in the Al Jolson picture, “Wonder Bar,” which had a 
heavenly sequence in which young Jones floated around 
as a cherub.

Jones stands 5 feet 10 inches tall, weighs 147 pounds, 
and has muscles like a weight lifter.

William Olvis Pauses Here With New Wite for Third Season at Muny Opera

ILLIAM OLVIS Is not one 

to give up easily. Six 

menths ago he met a fellow 
Californian, a smiling, blond, 
slender singer, and promptly 
fell in love. She wouldn't give 
him a second look. In fact, he 
overheard her saying some 
strictly uncomplimentary things 
about him the first time they 
met. In June they were mar- 
ried. 


The young couple, born with- 
in a few miles of each other, 
but whose professional paths 
failed to cross until only re- 
cently, came to St. Louis to set 
up housekeeping in a West End 
apartment they'll occupy only 
until Olvis’s engagement as the 
Caliph in the final Municipal 
Opera production, “Kismet,” 
ends on Sept. 2. Then they'll 
repack the electric skillet, the 
iron, the percolator and the rec- 
ord player with enough récords 
to stock a small music store 
and be on their way. 

In their few weeks of mar- 
riage, they haven't had time to 
settle down in a home. That's 
because the curly-haired Olvis, 
who started out to be a lawyer 
and was kept so busy singing 
that he changed professions, 
has gone from one engagement 
to another and still has a busy 
schedule ahead of him, includ- 
ing his second Broadway role, 
This fall, he will appear in the 
new musical, “Candide.” 


But this has all come as 
something of a surprise to the 
smiling, bouncy Californian, ap- 
pearing for the third season at 
the Municipal Opera. A native 
of Hollywood where he was 
slated to enter law practice, he 
can trace it back to a chance 
substitution as soloist in a 
school district presentation of 
“Ballad for Americans.” 

“I was only 15, still in junior 
high school,” he recalled, “and 
I used to walk to school every 
day with a fellow in the neigh- 
borhood who Was véry prom- 
inent in school, an outstanding 
athlete and @ school hero. He* 
was in high school and I jooked 
up to him. Hé Was supposed to 
have this role and we would 
talk about it om the way to 
school. Because I admired him 
so much, I listéhed and prac- 
tically learned the role. 

“Then came time for the per- 
formance, he got mad and left 
the cast and somehow knew I 
had learned the role so I was 
suggested as a substitute. I had 
never sung before but appar- 
ently it was all right because 
when I went to high school the 
next year, the authorities, on 
the basis of that one perform- 
ance wanted me to take part in 
the musical activities and even 
arranged my schedule so I could 
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study with Joseph Klein of 
Glendale, who has been my 
teacher ever since.” 

But he was still thinking of 
law, and music was to remain 
only as an extra-curricular ac- 
tivity through high school and 
part of college and until he 
went into service ig, 1946. And 
then, on the island Guam, in 
the solitude of a deserted Navy 
chapel, the direction of his life 
changed.

In 
fact, it grew in time to. more 
than 60 voices, and the congre- 
gation to several hundred.” 

Unwilling to stop there, he 
spearheaded (and won an ad- 
miral’s handshake in the proc- 
ess) the organization of a giant 
musical program for men in 
service, including an intra-island 
glee club and a symphony or- 
chestra of 40 pieces. 

“Which,” he laughed, “I 
wound up directing. And I 
couldn't even read music!” 

Back in civilian clothes, he 
decided once and for all to put 
law behind him and sing for a 
living, And quite a handsome 
living it has been, too. As one 
of the west coast’s outstanding 


artists, the 28-year-old tenor has 
now reached the point in his 
career where he doesn't call 
them, they call him.

ipal Opera in 1952 and two years 
later returned to sing in “The 
Red Mill.” He made his movie 
debut in “Deep in My Heart,” 
and also starred in “Interrupted 
Melody.” More movies undoubt- 
edly would have beeri on the 
schedule, but mutch to Holly- 
wood’s surprise, he decided he'd 
rather study in Europe on a 
Fulbright Fellowship. 
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LVIS made his Eutfopean 

bow with the Teatro dell’ 

Opera of Rome in “Lucia di 
Lammermoor,” then won the 
famed International Concour in 
Genéva, Switzerland. Following 
a number of opera and concert 
engagements there, he recrossed 
the Atlantic for a Canadian tour 
and additional appearances in 
California where John Ken- 
nedy, the Muny’s production 
manager who had brought him 
here as the stock tenor in the 
1952 season, recommended him 


\ for his Broadway role in “My 


Darlin’ Aida.” He has also 
played the role of the Caliph in 
“Kismet” at several other sum- 
mer theaters. 

But both members of the Ol- 
vis household agree that his 
most significant engagement was 
as the Prince in “Cinderella,” 
at the Shrine Auditorium in Los 
Angeles. 

Mrs. Olvis, the former Doro- 
thy Dallas, also was engaged to 
sing and for the first time they 
met at rehearsal—and clashed. 

“She wouldn't look ai me,” 
said the stocky, blue-eyed bride- 
groom. “I tried my best but 
it was no good. That first day, 
I happened to see a telephone 
receiver off the hook so I picked 
it up to see if anyone were on 
the line.

Insulation. 


BOUT this time of year, 
A peopie who live in houses 
that aren't insulated start 
thinking that maybe this year 
they'll do something about it. 

Now there is no question that 
good quality insulatior proper- 
ly installed will make your 
home more comfortable and 
will reduce your fuel bills. In- 
sulation will make your home 
more comfortable both in win- 
ter and summer for in winter it 
will keep heat in the house and 
summer it will keep heat out 
of the house. Just be sure it's 
a good quality product. 

For example, when a roof is 
insulated all the roof has to be 
insulated. Many homes with 
dormer windows are not prop- 
erly insulated because the walls 
and ceilings of the dormers 
were not covered. If the attic 
floor is insulated, the attic must 
be ventilated, and if the attic 
roof is insulated, a space should 
be left between the insulation 
and the peak of the roof and 
this area must be insulated. 

All insulation should be pro- 
vided with some form of vapor 


barrier, For attics insulation 
can be purchased with a vapor 
barrier. If insulation must be 


blown into a wall cavity then 
interior walls should be coated 
with a vapor-proof paint— 
enamel, latex or aluminum. If 
you don’t have the vapor bar- 
rier or the vapor barrier paint, 
you can expect blistering and 
peeling of the paint on the out- 
side walls and also a loss of 
efficiency of the insulation be- 
cause it will become damp. 


For the attic floors and roofs, 
three to four inches of insula- 
tion is efective. More than this 
is a waste of money. For side- 
walls, two te. three inches is 
sufficient. Alumingm foil insu- 
Jation is excellent but it must 
be applied so that there is an 
air space between it and the 
inside and outside wall sur- 
faces.

It can be placed 
conveniently out of room traffic 
while the arm swings the light 
at the right angle and close to 
the score. 

The bulb should be three- 
way, and the shade should be 
translucent enough for a glow 
of light to come through. It 
shouldn't show a bright spot, 
and it should not be opaque. 

Lighting application engl- 
neers particularly recommend 
reflector and propector bulbs 
with flood distribution for the

piano, in swivel sockets at the 
ceiling like the one sketched, 
or in partially recessed mount- 
ings for lower ceilings. But the 
rule about using general light- 
ing with a direct light still ap- 
plies. No light for the piano 
should be used alone. Darkness 
around it makes any light hard 
on the eyes.

When a doctor, who should know better, says things 
like that, I see red. What price publicity? Rather, what 
price personal publicity! 
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DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: How important is the ECG 
in heart examinations?

ANSWER: It bears repeating that no heart examina- 
tion is complete unless the doctor also takes an electro- 
cardiogram (ECG). However, the ECG is not the “open 
sesame” to all heart diagnosis and treatment. It is only 
one more test, as listening with a stethoscope is a test, 
taking blood pressure reading is a test, taking a heart X-ray 
or a fluoroscope reading are tests. Perhaps the most im- 
portant of all is the complete history available to your 
doctor when he takes time out to obtain all of these. 

Remember that you may have heart disease, yet have 
a normal ECG. Conversely, you may have variations in 
your ECG and have a normal heart. In other words, the 
"CG is only one of many investigations that your doctor 
must evaluate before he can come up with his decision.
